BOY ON STAGE SHOT
AND SISTER PAINTS

Sharpshooter’s Bullet Misses
Clay Pipe; Hits Hand.

MOTHER SUMMONS THE POLICE

Frevents Lawrence Grady from Go-
ing Back to Theater as Human
Target Rack, in Spite of His Grit
and the Inducements-Accident Is
Due to Fly om Trigger Finger.

As the human target rack for a dead-
shot performer at a Pennsylvania ave-
nue theater, Lawrence Grady, seventeen
years old, of 301 D street northwest, is
done, by injunction of his mother and
the police.

Lawrence was shot in the left hand
the other night whemn a fly tickled the
sharpshooter’s trigger finger. His gister
was in the audience and fainted. She
told her mother when she went home,
and Mrs. Grady sent two policemen to
the theater next day to prevent her son
from going back on the stage.

Grady did not know his sister was in
the audience. She had a sequestered
seat, and her swoon caused ne commo-
tion. When she revived, the perform-
ance was over, and she did not know
whether her hrother was dead or dying.
He was neither, He was behind the
scenes talking very pointedly to the per-
former,

“You didn't hire me to stop bullets™
he was saying. *You said you wouldn't
hit me."”

Dead Shot “Sguares It Up.”

“You've got more grit than anybody
1 ever shot,” said the performer. *“You
don't seem te care at all. Now you go
back in the next aot and hold these clay
pipes. I'll not shoot you any more”

In the next act Grady was on the job.
He kept his wounded hand in his pocket,
and held a bouguet of clay pipes in the
other. They were shattered, oue by one,
and then he put & pipe in his mouth.
It was shot to pieces, and the fragment
that remained was shot from between
his llps. He wora a hood of clay pipes,
which was torn to pieces about his head
by busy bullets that seemed not to fear.
He wanted to continue in his position as
the rack for clay pipe targets, but if he
goes back agaln he will be arrested.

More Expected from Schools
for Washington Fund.

MRS. MUSSEY NOTES PROGRESS

Chairman of Local Memorial Com-
mittee Says the Little People Arse
Deoing Much Toward Ralsing the
Amount to Erect Menumental Peo-
ple’s Capitol in Washington,

Contributiong of school children to the
George Washington memorial fund, with
which it is proposed to erect here a large
national auditorium as a memorial to the
first President, have reached $2,000, and
many of the schools ure still to be heard
from.

Mr. Ellen Spencer Mussey, chairman
of the bullding committes of the Educa-
tional Institutions of the District of
Columbia, which is co-operating with the
assoclation, some dayg ago sent a $1,000
check to the treasurer of the associa-
tion, and she is now ready to send a seo-
ond check for a like amount.

This money was contributed mostly in
dimes and for the purchase of George
Washington memorial buttons. Tt indi-
cates that 20000 school children {n the
District are wearing the buttons,

The third diviston, E. L. Thurston, su-
pervising principal, leads the list of sub-
scriptions with §181. The fifth division, 8
M. Ely, supervising principal, ¢came see-
ond, with $173.10. E. G. Kimball's division
gave §1i2, and the ninth division, W. B.
Patterson, supervising principal, was
fourth. The contributions of the other
divisions so far heard from were: Fourth,
$134.60; first, $118.60; eleventh, $114; sixth,
$98.10; tweifth, 382.40; eighth, $79.20; thir-
teenth, 38 and tenth, $0. The second
division has not yet been heard from, but
as the Force School alona has contributed
$155, it i» thought that when the returns
are complete that division will head the
list.

The association intends to erect a $2,-
000,000 auditorium to be used as a national
assembly hali, capitol and
memorial to Washington. The
association also expects raise 300,000
with which to endow the enterprise,
that it can be used by societies and or-
ganizations of all kinds free of charge.
